The  DDD  and  Pelican  Bomb  present  artist  Kelsey  Montague  bringing 
her  interactive  "What  Lifts  You"  mural  campaign  to  New  Orleans. 
The  temporary  mural  will  be  on  view  for  a limited  time  starting 
Saturday,  August  1 at  750  Carondelet  Street.  The  official  unveiling 
of  the  piece  is  at  6:00pm. 

Montague  first  entered  the  public  eye  after  Taylor  Swift  posted  a 
selfie  in  front  of  the  artist's  larger-than-life  line  drawing  of  wings  in 
New  York,  turning  Montague  into  an  Internet  sensation  overnight. 


Since  then,  Montague  has  traveled  all  over  the  world  drawing  her 
signature  wings  on  walls  from  Las  Vegas  to  New  Zealand  with 
customized  details  to  reflect  each  place. 

The  wings  in  New  Orleans  celebrate  the  city's  unique  natural  and 
cultural  landscapes,  incorporating  images  and  patterns  that  will  be 
familiar  to  any  resident  or  visitor  with  Montague's  distinctive  vision. 
"What  Lifts  You"  invites  the  people  of  New  Orleans  to  take  their 
photos  in  front  of  the  wings  and  share  the  photos,  along  with  what 
truly  inspires  them,  on  social  media.  The  project  explores  the 
positive  potentials  of  social  media,  public  art,  and  personal 
motivation.

The  DDE  is  holding  an  open  call  to  artists,  designers,  architects, 
urban  planners  and  any  other  local  activists  to  submit  design 
proposals  to  be  constructed  for  New  Orleans  PARK(ing)  Day. 
PARK(ing)  Day  is  an  annual,  open-source  global  event  where 
citizens,  artists  and  activists  collaborate  to  temporarily  transform 
metered  parking  spaces  into  "PARK(ing)"  spaces:  temporary  public 
places. 

These  temporary  public  spaces  are  sponsored  by  local  businesses 
and  organizations  which  understand  the  importance  of  carving  out 
space  for  public  use  in  increasingly  dense  urban  environments. 

Each  park  developer  will  be  responsible  for  funding  their  project. 
Park(ing)  Day  seeks  to  encourage  community  interaction  and 
livability.  We  hope  PARK(ing)  Day  will  cultivate  the  sense  of  civic 
pride,  improve  our  city's  local  urban  environment,  incubate  new 
urban  programs,  and  evolve  the  way  we  think  about  the  design  and 
craft  of  urban  place  making.

Founders  looking  to  scale  their 
ventures  in  New  Orleans  are  invited  to  apply  for  three  intensive 
programs  at  www.ideavillage.org. 

Applications  for  IDEAx  and  DIGITAL  MEDlAx  will  close  at  11:59pm 
CT  on  Saturday,  August  22,  and  applications  for  ENERGYx  will  close 
at  11:59pm  CT  on  Friday,  September  4th. 

Each  program  provides  access  to  dedicated  Entrepreneurs-in- 
Residence  (EIRs)  as  well  as  The  Idea  Village's  influential  network  of 
mentors  and  experts  to  ensure  that  participating  entrepreneurs 
have  the  resources  necessary  to  accelerate  the  growth  of  their 
ventures  and  develop  the  skills  required  to  emerge  as 
entrepreneurial  leaders. 

The  Idea  Village's  accelerator  programs  are  highly  competitive  in  an 
effort  to  identify  the  most  capable  entrepreneurs.  Of  the  180 
entrepreneurs  that  have  gone  through  an  accelerator,  83%  are  still 
in  business  and  91%  are  still  located  in  New  Orleans.

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Register  Your  Security  Camera  with  NOPD  to  Help  Fight  Crime 
If  you  own  a security  camera  in  New  Orleans,  you  can  now  register 


it  with  NOPD  to  help  detectives  solve  crimes  in  your  neighborhood 
and  provide  strong  evidence  to  put  offenders  away. 

The  New  Orleans  Police  and  J ustice  Foundation,  in  partnership  with 
the  NOPD,  launched  a new  online  service  called  Safecam  NOLA. 

The  program  allows  residents  and  business  owners  to  register  their 
security  cameras  with  New  Orleans  Police.  The  SafecamNOLA 
project  is  an  expansion  of  "Safecam8,"  which  was  an  on-line 
program  that  Downtown  residents  and  business  owners  in  the 
Eighth  Police  District  have  been  using  for  years  to  register  their 
cameras  with  Eighth  District  police.  The  1,302  8th  District  cameras 
that  are  in  that  system  are  now  included  in  the  citywide 
SafecamNOLA  system.

RECYCLI NG  Bl  NS  BEI NG  DELI  VERED 
DOWNTOWN 
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In  an  effort  to  increase  participation  in  the  curbside  recycling 


program,  the  City  of  New  Orleans  has  announced  that  citizens  in 
Downtown  New  Orleans  can  now  call  311  to  request  delivery  of 
the  blue  recycling  bins  if  their  property  is  eligible  for  collection  by 
the  City. 

Earlier  this  year,  Mayor  Mitch  Landrieu  announced  the  return  of 
curbside  recycling  as  a City  service  in  the  French  Quarter  and  the 
Central  Business  District.  Collection  of  recyclable  materials  takes 
place  every  Tuesday  morning  by  Empire  Services.
